BRITISH EXULTOVER ADVANCE |

* All the United States did during the 
civil war,” he said, “ was to prevent per- 
sons and firms in the north from trading 
lwith persons and firms in the south. It 
did not prevent northern firms from doing 
business with British firms merely on 
the assumption that the latter were more 
friendly to the south than the north. 
In this instance, Great Britain is pre- 
venting British firms from doing busi- 
ness with American firms on the assump- 
tion that the latter are more friendly to 
the central powers than to the allies.” 


Allies Have Own Way. . 

This official pointed out that while the 
United States has wrung concessions 
from Germany and* Austria on the sub- 
marine warfare, which those countries 
for the moment are living up to, it has 
fyet to obtain a single concession from 
the allies on any point which has arisen 
since the war opened. 

Great Britain has refused to listen to 
the American plea that her blockade of 
neutral countries is illegal. She has re- 
fused to listen to the demand of the 
United -States that she cease violating 
‘the Iaws of the sea in compélling ves- 
sels bound from neutral countries to 
this country to turn into British ports 
for inspection. She has disregarded the 
protest ‘of the United States against her 
interference with American mails bound 
to and from neutral countries. 

“At no point,” he said, “has Great 
Britain shown us the slightest consider- 
ation. She is right; we are wrong. That 
is her reply every time.”

Some Beet Recipes. 

HIS is to reaffirm that the beet is a 
charming vegetable—if charmingly 
treated. It has been immeasurably 
vulgarized, but so have many other 
of the fine things of the world. The 

new beet in {te own parfect season of sum- 
mer ig as sweet as a delicious confection 
if rightly cooked and served simply with 
butter, hot. No sauce brings out its ex- 
cellence so perfectly. 

Right preparation of beets begins with 


Cut off the leaves an inch from the vege- 
table, and be careful not to break the 
skin or cut the root. 

Wash beets and use brush for canals 
so as not to cook eand or gravel. Put on 
to cook in Nghtly boiling salted water. 
As s00n as water boils again, put on tight 
cover, turn fire very low, and under or- 
dinary conditions boiling wil! be violent 
enough, but should not be as low as the 
simmering point. Drop immediately into 
cold water and rub off skin immediately, 
Serve whole or cut up and well buttered: 

Boil the beets and fill jar with them whe 
cold. Pour over them vinegar which has 
been bofled and cooled. A few slices of 
onion may be added. Do not expect to 
keep them long, for they become too thor- 
oughly sour then. Eat withmeat. These 
beets may be freshened to be used in a 


cold water. Add a Httle sugar to the 
sauce. Beets often fall to a cent a bunch 
in summer. Put up then. :
